SHIPHERD 


Ex. Secretary Blaine, in his very 
lengthy examination before the Com- 
mittee of Foreign Relations, makes a 
clear statement of his connection with 
the Peruvian affair, and disposes of the 
charge made by Shipherd. Among 
Other things he said it was certainly a 
remaikable thing that a man should 
come to the American Secretary of 
State introduced by a Senator of the 
United States, and should deliberatelv 
tell him he had offered a bribe of 
$250,000 of stock to a Minister Pleni- 
potentiary to a foreign country. There 
“was certainly a large lie out some- 
where, and the witness thought it 
would not require much investigation 
to locate it.. Blaine said, in relation 
to Garfield's connection with Shipherd, 
that he wished to vindicate his name 
from being mixed up with this dirty 
job. “I was with him every day; my 
relations were not simply official from 
my connections with him as a member 
of his Cabinet. The idea that 
he would subscribe to an entire 
scheme of this moment for an un- 
known nondescript like Shipherd, 
without speaking to his Secretary of 
State about it can only be the product 
of lying perjury. The face of the facts 
disprove it. Falsehood is to him an 
employment and perjury is his past 
time. He is not responsible for what 
he says. There is nothing in all this 
testimony that struck my feelings as 
that attempt to drag down the name of 
a great man into the dirty puddle that 
this man Shiperd was trying to stir up 
for pelf and plunder.” 


CYCLONE IN THE SOUTH. 


Four States Visited—Brick Houses Blown to 
atoms Lives Lost. 

Sevma, Ala., April 25.—On Saturday 
night points east and south of here a 
distance of from fourteen to twenty 
miles, were visited by a combined wind 
and rain storm that in fie:ceness sur- 
passed any similar occurrence in that 
region. The cyclone proper lasted 
ony a few minutes, and ranged over a 
track of about twelve miles in length 
and a quarter to a half in breath. Ev 
erywhere in its course houses were 
blown literally to pieces; fences were 
torn down and immense forest trees 
twisted from their trunks and carried 
away. Several brick houses were 
blown off smooth to the ground, and 
the brick and mortar were found hun- 
dreds of yards distant. Five lives are 
known to have been lost, and when 
complete returns are in it is thought 
the death list will at least be doubled. 
On Dr. J. II. Wheedon's plantation, 
near King's Landing, every tree, bush, 
fence and house on the plantation 
was swept clear olf the face of the 
earth. The doctor and his wife and 
family, and all the other whites on the 

lantation, escaped with only a few 

ruises. Two negro women and one 
boy were killed outright. Two men 
are expected to die, and two children 
are painfully hurt. One woman was 
pierced through and through by a 
iece of splinte: red plank. The ragged 
ance entered from the rear and passed 
directly through her heart. Great 
damage was done to property at other 
plantations, and three lives were lost. 


FIFTEEN PERSONS KILLED. 


Jackson, Miss., April 25.—Latest 
reports from Monticello put the d-ath 
list from the cyclone at fifteen, and the 
the wounded at thirty, many of whom 
will die. 


SWEEPS EVERYTHING AT MACON, 


Macon, Ga., April 25—A cyclone 
assed through Bibb, Smiggs and 
ones counties, Saturday night. It 
was eight huudred yards wide and 
swept everything clean. Samuel 
Grove, father of Samuel F. Grove, 
ex-member of Congress, was killed. 


DAMAGE UN NORTH CAROLINA. 
Wiumineton, N. C., April 25.—A 
tornado crossed the State on Saturday 
night, moving south through the tim- 
ber region. One church, two ‘small 
mills, and a lurge number of dwellings 
were destroyed. One child was killed 
and several persons severely hurt.

FROM THE FRONT. 
Taking Things 4 28 Keeping Out of 


LORDSBURG, . M., April 25—10 a. 
m.—No news of importance has been 
received from Doubtful Canyon since 
yesterday's dispatches. Forsythe is 
reported to be in camp on the east side 
of Stein’s Peak range, taking things 
very easy, and affording the hostiles 
every facility for escape. It now looks 
very much as if we were to have an- 
other grand military farce over this 
Indian question. That the troops had 
the Indians completely surrounded at 
Doubtful Canyon and Horseshoe Can- 
yon on Saturday night last, is no ques- 
tion, and if they are allowed to escape 
now the fact will be a lasting disgrace 
to our so-called military commanders 
and the efficiency of our army as In- 
dian fighters. 

WOUNDED SOLDIERS. 
Four wounded soldiers were brought 
in last night by private conveyances 
sent out from here for the purpose. 
They were Sergt. Worby, Co. C, shot 
through the left lung just be low the 
heart; wound probably fatal. Private 
M. D. Leonard, right leg broken below 
the knee and shot through the left 
ankle. Privates Downey and Sullivan, 
Co. II, all of the Fourth Cavalry, flesh 
wounds in left thighs. The wounded 
were forwarded to the hospital at Fort 
Cummings by rail this morning. 
PROSPECTORS KILLED. 


An unconfirmed report is current of 
two prospectors having ben killed 
yesterday fourteen miles north of here 
on the Gila road. McKenzie is said to 
be en route to join Forsythe and take 
command in person.

New York, April 25.—Ex- Minister 
Hurlbut's family have arrived. 


Gathered In. 
BurraLo, April 25.—R. Porter Lee, 
late President, and Herman J. Hall, a 
young speculator, who borrowed $440, . 
000 on ten thousand dollars of security 
from the First National Bank, now 
defunct, has been granted. 


Saves Further Trouble. 
Canton, Ohio, April 25.--William 
Strull, the Georgetown murderer, was 
cornered early this morning, in the 
woods near Franklin, by the Sheriff 
and his posse, and finding escape im- 
possible, he shot himself dead. 


Hill’s Health. 
Sr. Lovrs, April 25.—United States 
Senator Ben Hill, of Georgia, is here 
en route to the Eureka Springs. The 
Senator is still very weak, so that the 
journey has to be made by €asy stages. 


Another Steamboat Burned. 
JACKSONVILLE, Fla., April 25.—The 
steamer City of Sanford, on her way 
here from Sanford, took fire about 
four o'clock this morning and nine 
persons, probably more, perished. The 
steamer Bird, coming down the river a 
few miles ahead of the Sanford, put 
back and brought the survivors here. 
The steamer and contents are a total 
loss, nothing whatever being saved. 


COAST DISPATCHES. 


The Anti-Chinese State Convention in Session. 
San Francisco, April 25. — The 
Anti-Chinese State Convention met last 
night under the anspices of the Trades 
Assembly. The attendance was large. 
S. R. Wilson called the mecting to 
order and explained that the object. of 
the Convention was to devise means for 
stopping the Chinese invasion. Henry 
Warden was chosen temporary chair- 
man. Committee on Credentials was 
appointed. An address from the 
Knights of Labor was read and a num- 
ber of s,eeches were made, The report 
of the Committee on Credentials 
showed representatives of the following 
organizations in the interior. present: 

Ruby Hill Miners’ Union; Gold Hill 
Miners’ Union; Mechanics’ Cnion of 
Storey Co. Nevada; North Bloomfield 
Miners’ Union; Moore’s Flat Miners’ 
Union; Cherry Creek Miners’ Union; 
besides a great number of San Fran- 
cisco labor organizations. The report 
favored the exclusion of the delegates 
of the San Francisco Socialistic Labor 
Party, of the Jewelers of San Fran- 
CISCO, ‘of the Anti-Chinese Leagues and 
of the Amalgamated Labor “Club of 
Oakland. This caused a noisy episode 
and the matter was finally laid over 
until this evening. 


The Railroad Tax Cases. 

SACRAMENTO, April 25.— the rail 
road tax cases, compromised by the Su- 
pervisors, Judge Denson, of the Supe- 
rior Court, to- “day rendered a decision. 
Attorney-General Hart had appeared 
und moved to set aside the entry of 
satisfaction of judgment. The Court 
holds that he is a stranger to the case 
and not competent to make the motion. 
It was therefore ‘dismissed. The At- 
torney-General immediately filed a bill 
of exceptions. 


Parnell Returns to Jail. 

April 25.—Parnell arrived 
this evening. He was much cheered 
at the depot, but avoided any ovation 
as far as possible. He took a cab and 
was driven direct to Kilmainham jail. 


FARM AND GARDEN NOTES. 


Fat hens rarely lay. If hens are fed 
so much or so often that they begin to 
fatten Fapidly, they will soon stop lay- 

ing. 

A small amount of leached wood 
ashes given to swine will have a great 
effect, both upon the health and the 
fattening. 

Ducks and geese should always be 
scalded and steamed by covering up 
with a blanket for a short time before 
picking; in other respects *. as 
turkeys and chickens. 


A little saleratus rubbed on, witb 
the finger or a bit of linen, will remove 
stains from cups and other articles of 
tableware. It will also remove spots 
from marbleized oilcloths, and many 
stains from tinware. 


The premature growth of colts by 
high feeding and severe training, has 
the tendency to degenerate the breed, 
by detailing the over-worked debility 
on their issue, which may become 
hereditary and transmitted to future 
generations.

BEANS AS FOOD. ~ 


The nutritive value of beans is very 
great—greater than almost any other 
article of food in common use. Con- 
sidering their richness, they are proba- 
bly the cheapest food we have, but 
somewhat difficult of digestion, pro- 
bably owing to the fact that we rarely 
cook them enough and masticate iu- 
sufficiently. In preparing beans for 
the table, they should first be well 
soaked in cold water and then thrown 
into boiling water and cooked until of 
a medium consistency, between a fluid 
and a solid, neither too thick nor too 
thin. They require some acid on 
them when eaten, and a sufficient 
amount ot salt to render them palata- 
ble. They may he eaten with potatoes 
or other vegetables which contain 
more starch and less albumen, rather 
than with too much bread or meat. In 
Germany there is a process patented 
by which beans and all leguminous 
seeds are reduced to a very fine flour, 
and rendered capable of being used as 
feed by the most delicate persons. 
We have samples of this flour, which 
equals in fineness the best wheat flour, 
and it is used extensively for making 
soups for invalids. These soups are 
worth a hundred times as much as beef 
tea. There is a fortune awaiting any 
one who _will prepare a flour from 
beans as perfect as this flour from 
Germany. Bean soup, rightly made, 
is exceedingly delicious and hol 
some, and ought to be used more ex- 
tensively than it is. —Sunitarian.

AIRING THE BEDS. 


It must be a false idea of neatness 
which demands that becs should be 
made soon after being vacated. Let it 
be remembered that more than three- 
fifths of the solids and liquids taken 
into the stomach should pass off 
through the pores of the skin—seven 
million in number and this escape is 
most rapid during the night, while 
warm in bed. At least one-half of the 
waste and putrid matter—from twenty 


become more or less tangled in the 
bedding, of course soiling it, and this 
may become reabsorbed by the skin if 
it is allowed to come in contact with it 
the next night, as it must if the bed- 
ding is not exposed for a few hours ia 
the light. We may well imitate the 
Dutch example of placing the bedding 
on two chairs near the window in the 
sunlight, or in the window, that the 
best purifier known—the light of the 
sun—may dissipate their impurities, 
or neutralize them. At least three 
hours, on the average, is as short ex- 
posure as is compatible with neat- 
ness. 


DANGERS OF DUSTING. 


Do not dust, but wipe! Who would 
believe it? The duster that peace- 
ful emblem of domesiic toil—may, 
under certain circumstances, become 
more dangerous to handle than a six- 
shocter. We are in dead earnest. An 
eminent scientist declares it to be 
fact. Do you Know just what you are 
doing when you brush away dust? 
You disseminate in the air, and conse- 
quently introduce it into your own in- 
terior, into your tissues and respira- 
tory organs, all sorts of egys, spores, 
epidemic germs, and 
vibiones, which dust contains. One 
movement with a feather duster may 
be enough to poison both you and 
your neighbors—to inocculate you 
with typhus, varioloid or cholera — 
strange as it may appear. Instead of 
a feather duster, take a cloth; wipe 
away the dust instead of stirring it up. 
In short, wipe—never dust ! 


HOW TO TELL. 


If a horse sweats foamy and frothy, 
he is not right—it shows he is wiong 
inwardiy—and needs to have his bow- 
els and system regulated. The sweat 
of a healthy horse is clear and watery. 

In prgparing a horse for physic his 
0 feed should be taken aw ay 
from him for a day or two before, and 
he should be fed on bran mashes. In 
ordinary cases a seven drachm ball or 
pill will be a sufficient dose. A day 
will be long enough for the purging 
to continus, anda week of absolute 
rest will be su fe to allow, forif a horse 
is moved too soon after medicine, or 
before his bowels are ‘‘set,” it might 
bring on inflammation of the ihtes- 
tines, which is a serious disease— 
Sacramento Bee. 


WOMEN AND SLEEP. 


Womensleep by far too little. Sleep- 
lessuess is one of the most fruitful 
causes of the paleness and nervousness 
so characteristic of American mothers 
“You will excuse us, sir, but permit us 

to ask whether your wife is not still 
busy with the care of your family six 
hours after your day’s work is done! 
And then, when your children cry 
the night don't youturnover your 5 
two hundred pounds for another good 
sleep, and let that little, thin, pale wife 
get up and worry by the hour with the 
little ones! And now, forsvoth, you 
wish to know whether it is not too bad 
for her to lie till 8 o’clock iu the morn- 
ing.— Dio Lewis.

SEA BATHING GOOD FOR THE EYES. 


Dr. Amat says that sea bathing has 
proved of great benefit in many cases 
of disease of the eye. The improve- 
ment appears to be due to two causes : 
1. The influence which such a course 
has upon the general health, by curing 
anemia and elevating the tone of the 
system, since sea bathing is in the 
highest degree restorative. 2. Sea 
water and occasionally, also, the at- 
mosphere of the sea has a local irritant 
action which should be watched, since 
it is most serviceable when there is a 
chronic, torpid and indolent inflamma- 
tion, while it is exceedingly dangerous 
when the inflammation is of the acute 
kind.” 


Some people think they must eat, 
whether they have an appetite or not, 
because the regular meal time has come 
around. Irregularity in meals is a 
dangerous habit, but to force food into 
a reluctant stomach for the sake of 

larity is not much, if any safer. 
This is the case at all times, and par- 
ticularly at this season of the year, 
when the system can least afford any 
needless waste of power.

DEMOCRATIC PLATFORM. 


We are beginning to feel interested 
in knowing what sort of a platformthe 
unterrified Democracy will patch up 
upon which to trot out the skeleton re- 
mains of its long since invincible hosts 
during the coming campaign. Weare 
the more interested from the fact that 
certain utterances of the organs lead us 
to believe the party is to come before 
the people with a regular medley of 
sounding declarations, made to pro- 
claim but not to be kept. Doubtless 
the Conventions will ‘resolve, and the 
press will echo the determination, that 
the party stands unalterably upon the 
principles of its founders, and points 
with pride to its past record. Then the 
press will swear it was always in favor 
of curbing monopolies, and never op- 
posed Kearney, and now sees utter ruin 
staring the State in the face unless 
Gen. Stoneman is put in the lead. And 
then there will be a love feast, and 
thereat will appear all the discordant 
elements that have factiomzed the De- 
mocracy in the last decade, and Glenn 
with the Chinamen will fraternize with 
Kearney and the menof Killarney, and 
Kalloch the superb will boss them! 
And then the Democracy will swear it 
never passed the Sunday Law, and 
now, it being the work of the evil one, 
must be repealed. And won't it be 
high toned to see the Calvanist Baptist 
Divine Kalloch voting to cast the Sab- 
bath overboard, and laboring to elect 
an Episcopalian Governor to sign the 
bill repealing it? 

Now, as absurd as the above is, it is 
nevertheless true. It is the intention

LAST NIGHT’S DISPATCHES 


The Indian Butcheries Increasing 
in the Territories. 


Reports of the Chinese Bill To-day—Tucson | » 
Citizens Forward a Skeleton 
to the President. 


Associated Press Dispatches.| ] 


April 25 — The following 
rticulars just received of the 
late ite Bac uachi massacre: 
Bacuacnt, Sonora, April 22.—Lowry, 
Johnson, Mexican George and McCon- 
key left Tombstone April 15th for 
Sonora, and arrived at Bacuachi on 
the 19th. On the morning of the 
29th Lowry, Johnson and Ketcham 
started for their mine, fifteen miles 
east of here, situated on the summit of 
a high mountain, while myself and 
Mexican went to examine a mine in 
the same mountains further on. They 
arrived at the mine at 1 o'clock. It 
seems that the Indians discovered them 
at the base of the mountain and fol- 
lowed their trail. They had been 
in camp but one hour when 
they were surprised, Mr. Lowry and 
Mr. Ray being killed at the first volley. 
Lowry was shot three times. Either of 
the shots would have caused instant 
death. Mr. Ray was shot twice, and 
never moved from where he was sitting. 
They were sitting down taiking to- 
gether, and when found next day Low- 
ry was sitting with hig legs crossed the 
same as when last seen, and looked as 
natural as when living. Rickey and 
Miller were working in a tunnel some 
few rods away, whemthey heard shoot- 
ing. Running to the mouth of the 
tunnel they saw an Indian within 
twenty fect of them. They ran for 
life, when the Indian fired, shooting 
Rickey in the back. He ran a few 
yards and fell dead, Wells succeeded 
in making his escape. Johnston, Ketch- 
am and Chauncey also made their es- 
cape, being at the other end of the mine. 
There were eight Americans and all 
the Mexicans in the town at the burial. 
Indians ifled the camp, taking every- 
thing of any value, with several 
horses, saddles, etc, Mr. Lowry losing 
$350 in money. Many Americans are 
in the hills around here and we expect 
to hear of more being killed every 
hour. President of Bacuachi, Senor 
Marsia Salazar has ordered the soldiers 
and volunteers to pursue the Indians 
and take no prisoners, but kill all. 
Take cattle and provisions wherever 
they can get them. He has also sent 
runners all over the country to inform 
the people of the outbreak. 


THE GALEYVILLE AFFAIR. 


A Lordsburg special to the Citizen 
says Risqua is killed beyond a doubt, 
while later advices state Magruder 
missing. It is now feared he was 
wounded and crawled into the bushes 
and died. Men left Silver City to 
bring Risqua’s body in, and they may 
find Magruder. A report, which is 
terrible, just received from Stein's 
Pass, says 175 Indians attacked Galey- 
ville and killed thirty-five whites. The 
Indians are all south of the railroad 
and heading for the Chiricahua moun- 
tains.. General Forsyth is close on 
them and a fight may be expected to- 
night or early in the morning. The 
Lordsburg Cadets, Captain Harris, are 
under arms. The town was guarded 
by armed men all night, and there has 
been great excitement here all day. 
| Unconfirmed reports are current of 
two prospectors having been killed 
yesterday nineteen miles north of the 
Gila road. McKenzie is said to be ea 
route to join Forsyth and take com- 
mand in person. 

MOVEMENTS OF THE HOSTILES, 

WII cox, A. T., April 25.—The 
hostiles are ‘reported to have crossed 
the railroad at Stein’s Pass, entering 
the Chiricahua mountains, south of 
Galeyville. Troops from Arizona and 
New Mexico are moving in that direc- 
tion. Further details are expected to- 
morrow. 


SAN FRANCISCO NCISCO JOTTINGS. 


Don’t Send 2 More Out Out—The Poor Boys 
ight Get Hurt. 

San Francisco, April 25.—Two com- 
panics of cavalry at Fort Point have 
received orders to be in readiness to go 
to Arizona, but marching orders have 
not yet been received. Advices are 
meager at military headquarters, but 
the i impression is that the force at the 
front is sufficient to meet the emergen- 
cy. Capt. Harrison’s company of First 
Cavalry has left the Presidio for Ari- 
zona. 


GALEYVILLE BURNED. 


A telegram just received from the 
operator at Stein's Pass reports that 
the town of Galeyville, in Arizona, just 
over the New Mexico line, was burne@ 
and completely destroyed this after- 
noon by the Indians. Thirty-five 
white people were killed. The In- 
dians are scattering into small bands 
and making for the Chiricahua moun 
tains. Forsyth, with his entire com- 
mand, is in pursuit. It is a positive 
fact that Forsyth’s first question to the 
volunteers, who went from here in a 
wagon to bring in the wounded sol- 
diers, upon reaching him at Forsyth 
Camp, was: “Do you know where the 
Indians are?” As he has Lieutenant 
McDonald, Lieutenant Bennet and a 
large force of experienced scouts at his 
disposal, he should have had this in- 
formation regardless of the testimony 

of private citizens. 


EIGHTY PERSONS BUTCHERED. 


Seven teamsters in the employ fof 
Henry Lesinsky & Co., of Clifton, were 
killed on Friday last, making a total 
to date of thirty-five ‘known to have 
been killed during the past four days 
on the Gila and on towards Clifton, or 
a grand total of over eighty since the 
outbreak occurred. Over one hundred 
and fifty head of stock has been killed 
or captured, and upwards of $20,000 
worth of property destroyed in New 
Mexico. 

Sergeant Morby died en route, to 
Separ, twenty miles east of here this 
morning.

VOTING ON THE AMENDMENT. 


In the Senate this afternoon on mo- 
tion of Miller, who reported it, the 
House bill to execute certain treaty 
stipulations relating to the Chinese, 
was taken up, and the Senate Commit- 
tee amendments up to the last sections 
(14 and 15), were agreed to as rend. 
Upon the point of one of the amend- 
ments, Ingalls remarked that his 
understanding was that under the bill 
all Chinese laborers who are in the 
country up to nine days after its pas- 
sage, are not to be permitted to re- 


main This was assented to 
by Miller as correct. Call criti- 
cized some of the phraseology 


of the bill and particularly the phrase 
“aiding and abetting,” as applicd to 
yersons assisting in the landing of an 
excluded Chinese laborer. He thought 
the language obscure and the provision 
objectionable. Hawley said the criti- 
cism would apply to the whole bill. 
Upon reaching the committee amend- 
ment striking out tie 14th section. 
which prohibits any State or United 
States Court from admitting Chinese 
to citizenship. Farley insisted that 
the section should be retained. He 
said the committee had assumed it was 
unnecessary, but he knew notwithstand- 
ing the prohibition of the statute on 
the subject, courts had naturalized 
Chinamen. He wanted now a specific 
enactment on the point. The amend- 
ment of the committee to strike out 
was then rejected and the section re- 
tained, yeas 26, nays 32. 

THE “CHINESE LABORERS” AMENDMENT. 


The Committees amendments strik- 
ing out the tenth section, which de 
fines the words “Chinese laborers” 
whenever used in the Act to mean both 
skilled and unskilled laborers and Chi- 
nese employed in mining, was carried 
by a vote of twenty- -eight yeas to twen- 
ty-eight nays. The vote was a party 
one except that of Miller of California, 
Jones of Nevada, and Cameron of Wis- 
consin, who voted with the Democrats. 
Davis, of Illinois, voted aye with the 
Republicans. The amendments hav- 
ing gone through the Committee of the 
Whole, the bill was reported to the 
Senate with calls for separate votes on 
some of the amendments,
